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ATTACHMENT TO ADVISORY ACTION 

Continuation of No. 11 
Examiner has fully considered Applicant's remarks for the above rejection and has not 
found them to be persuasive. Apphcant's remarks are not understood and not seen to be 
consistent with Applicant's own invention. The feature of the invention, such as in Figs. 1 and 2, 
relies on negative feedback. As is notoriously well known and expressly disclosed in the 
specification, the steadying of the voltage at the OUTPUT of the circuit is provided solely in 
response to the cutting off of the transistor (14 and 104) responsive to a change in the output of 
the amplifier (12 and 102) when the voltage at the non-inverting input rises about the reference 
voltage VREFDC. Then transistor turns back on with the reference voltage drops below 
VREFDC. Further, as is notoriously well known, while the output voltage is considered 
steadied, it will necessarily have a small range of variation due of offset values and other factors 
of the circuit. In this same way, the reference to Min uses negative feedback to control the 
output voltage. Further, the reference to Min expressly discloses that the purpose of this 
arrangement is to improve the stability of the output voltage. Thus, the outstanding rejections 
are hereby maintained.
